Bill No. I of 1952 

A Bill lo provide for the Salaries and Allowance * of the Ministers and Deputy 
Ministers of the State of Delhi. 

WuEitEAS it ih expedient to provide for Salaries and Allowances of the Minis- 
ters and Deputy Ministers of the State of Delhi; It is hereby enacted as 
follows: — 

1. Short title and commencement. 1 — (1) This Act may be called the Delhi 
Ministers and Deputy Ministers (Salaries and Allowances) Act, 1952. 

2. Definitions. — In this Act — 

(1) “Chief Commissioner” means the Chief Commissioner of the State 

of Delhi, 

(2) “Minister or Deputy Minister” means a Minister or a Deputy Minis- 

ter of the State of Delhi appointed under Section 37 of the Govern- 
ment of Part C States Act, 1951. 

3. Salaries and allowances of Ministers. — (i) There shall be paid to each 
Minister a salary of one thousand rupees per mensem and a conveyance allowance 
of two hundred and fifty rupees per mensem. 

(2) in addition to the salary and allowance provided for in sub-section (1), the 
Chief Minister may draw a sumptuary allowance) upto rupees two hundred and 
fifty per mensem. 

4. Residences of Ministers. — Each Minister shall be entitled, without pay- 
ment, to the use of a fully furnished residence in Delhi throughout his term of 
office and for a period of fifteen days immediately thereafter and no eharge 
shall fall on the Minister personally in respect of the maintenance of such 
residence. 
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Explanation : — “residence” shall include the staff quarters and otlier build- 
ings appurtenant thereto, and the gardens thereof; and “maintenance'’ in rela- 
tion to a residence will include payment of focal rates and taxes and the provi- 
sion of electricity and water. 

5. Salaries and allowances of Deputy Ministers — -There shall be paid to each 
Deputy Minister a salary of five hundred rupees per mensem, a house rent 
allowance of one hundred and fifty rupees per mensem and a conveyance allow- 
ance of one hunched and fifty rupees per mensem. 

6. Motor cars for the use of Minister® and Deputy Ministers. — Each Minister 
and Deputy Minister shall further be entitled to the free use of a Motor car to be 
maintained by him at his own expense. 

Explanation, — “maintenance” shall include emoluments of a chauffeur and 
tho cost of petrol and oil but shall, not include expenditure on insurance, fees 
for registration or such other charges as may be determined by the Chief 
Commissioner. 

7. Allowances to Ministers and Deputy Ministers on tours.— -Each Minister 
and Deputy TVlinister shall be paid while touring on public business outside the 
State travelling and daily allowances at such rates and upon such conditions as 
may be determined by the Chief Commissioner.

1. Short title and commencement.— (1) This Act may be called the Delhi 
Legislative Assembly (Speaker’s and Deputy Speaker's Emoluments) Act, 1952. 

(2) It shall come into force on the 7th day of May, 1952. 

2. Definitions. — Dr this Act — 

(1) “Act’’ means the Government of Part 0 States Act, 1961; 

(2) “Assembly” means the Delhi Legislative Assembly constituted under 

the Act ; 

(8) “Speaker” moans the Speaker of tho Assembly; 

(4) “Deputy Speaker” means the Deputy Speaker of the Assembly. 

3. Salary and allowance® of the Speaker.— The Speaker shall be paid such 
salary and conveyance allowance and shall he entitled to such amenities regarding 
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residence and Motor car as are provided from time to time for the Ministers of 
the State of Delhi, 

4. Speaker or Deputy Speaker not to practise any profession. — The Speaker 
or the Deputy Speaker sha'l not practise any profession or engage in any trade 
or undertake for remuneration any employment other than his duty as Speaker 
or Deputy Speaker, as the ease may be. 

6. Salary of Deputy Speaker- — The Deputy Speaker shall be paid a salary 
of lis. 500 per mensem. 

6. Deputy Speaker to receive allowances as Member. — Nothing in this Act 
shall be deemed to debar tho Deputy Speaker from being entitled to receive 
any allowance as a Member of tho Assembly under Section 20 of the Act, 


STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

Section 10 of the Government of Part C States Act, 1951, provides that the 
Speakor and Deputy Speaker of the Legislative Assembly shall be paid such 
salaries and allowances as may be respectively fixed by the Legislative Assembly 
of the State by law.

A Bill in provide for the Salaries and Allowances of Members of the Delhi 

Legislative Assembly. 

Whereas it is expedient to provide for the Salaries and Allowances of Mem- 
bers ol the Delhi Legislative Assembly; It is hereby enacted a’s follows. — 

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) This Act may be called the Delhi 

Legislative Assembly (Members' 1 Emoluments) Act, 1952; 

(2) It shall coma into force on the 1st day of May, 1952: 

2. Definitions,— Tn this Act — - 

(1) “Assembly” means the Delhi Legislative Assembly constituted under 

the Government of Part C States Act; 

(2) “Chief Commissioner’’ means the Chief Commissioner of the State 

of Delhi. 

(3) “Member" means a member of the Assembly, not being a Minister, 

Deputy Minister or the Speaker. 

3. Salaries and allowances to Members.— (1) There shall be paid to each 
Member: — 

(a) a salary at, the rate of Rs. 200 per mensem provided that such salary 
shall be liable to such deductions for such continued absence or 
other cause as may be provided in the rules made by the Chief 
Commissioner in this behalf. 

(b) a daily allowance at the rate of Rg. 5 for each day of the period of 
residence for the purpose of attending the Session of the. Assembly 
or tho meetings of a Committee thereof at the place where such 
Session or meeting is held ; 
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(c) a travelling allowance for journey undertaken for the said purpose to 
such place and for return journey from such place at the rate 
admissible to first class gazetted officers: 

Provided that nothing in this sub-section shall entitle a member to daily 
and travelling allowances, if such member ordinarily resides or carries on busi- 
ness at the place where the Session of the Assembly or the meeting of the 
Committee is held. 

(2) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-section (1) there shall be paid 
to each member a conveyance allowance at the rate of Rs. 5 per day for each 
day on which he attends the Session of the Assembly or the meeting of a 
Committee thereof. 

4. Power of the Chief Commissioner to make rules.— As respocts all other 
matlers for which no oxpress provision has been made in this Act the Chief 
Commissioner may make rules for the purpose of carrying out the purposes of 
this Act. 


STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 
Section 20 of the Government of Part C States Act, 1951, provides that the 
members of the Legislative Assembly of a State shall be entitled to receive such 
Salaries and Allowances as may from time to time be determined by the Legis- 
lative Assembly by law. It is, therefore, necossary to provide for such Salaries 
and Allowances.
